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DETAILED ACTION 

L Preliminary Matters: 

(a) Applicants response after final of 7/22/2003 has been received and entered into the file. 

(b) Claims 14 and 15 have been cancelled. 

(c) Claims 43 and 44 have been newly added. No new matter has been added. 

(d) Claims 2-4, 7-12 and 16-44 are pending. 
77. Remarks: 

(a) Objections to claims 2-4 and 38-42 for containing non-elected subject have been overcome 
by the amendments to the above claims to depend from elected subject matter. 

(b) Objections to claims 8-10 and 17-19 as lacking antecedent basis in claims 7 and 16 has been 
overcome by the amendments made to claims 8-10 and 17-19. 

(c) Any objections to claims as being dependent later occurring claim has been overcome by the 
renumbering of claims. 

727. Reasons for Allowance: 

Applicants claims relate to compounds specific for alpha Id adrenergic receptors according to 
claim 7. The closest prior art of record, Wu, et al, does not teach or fairly suggest the 
substitution of the fluoro moieties on the rings as instantly claimed. Therefore, claims 2-4, 7-12 
and 16-44, renumbered 1-38 are allowed.
